SE Conference To Be Held 
At Piedmont College 


In a recent letter to the Southeast Con- 
ference Minister, Dr. James E. Walter, 
President of Piedmont College wrote, “All 
the members of our facuity and staff 
are aware of the Southeast Conference on 
campus on June 10-11. We look forward 
to having you all on our campus.” 

Piedmont College is a four-year co-edu- 
cational, liberal arts college, founded in 
1897 and accredited by the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and Schools in 1965. 
It is situated in Demorest, Georgia, in the 
Blue Ridge foothills of the Appalachians, 
85 miles northeast of Atlanta, on U. S. 


Routes 441 and 23, 
In 1948, cartoonist Ripley described 
Piedmont as the only four-year liberal 


arts college in America that did not have 
a single building designed to be a col- 
lege facility. A two-story mule barn was 
the classroom building. A four-story re- 
sort hotel was the women’s dormitory and 
the college dining hall. A small two-story 
building purchased from the Army hous- 
ed the business administration classes. An 
o!d frame house with a leaky roof was 
the business office and the president’s 
headquarters. 

Today, Piedmont College is one of the 
few small colleges of the nation entirely 
free from debt, with an Endowment Fund 
of more than one million dollars, Physi- 
cal facilities have kept stride, with old 
buildings modernized and new ones con- 
structed. It boasts a well-qualified facuity 
of thirty professors, ten with earned Ph.D. 
degrees, and two more qualifying in the 
coming year. Graduates of Piedmont are 
admitted to full graduate credit in lead-

tion, and that these monies be used for 
scholarships at Vanderbilt Divinity School. 
The Scholarship Committee consists of 
the Conference Minister, the Conference 
Moderator, and the Coordinator of the 
Commission on Church and Ministry. 

Il. Following the adoption of recom- 
mendations of the Conference Planning 
Committee at the 1971 meeting of the 
Southeast Conference, the Board of Di- 
rectors approved the recommendation of 
an ad hoc Committee composed of Don 
Flick, John Enwright, and Allen Hollis, 
for a “Conference Team Ministry’? and 
voted that the Conference Minister would 
take this proposal back to Association 
meetings in October 1971 for the purpose 
of seeking approval and support. 

Ill. Since the 1971 Annual Meeting 
of S.E.C, approved the action of the Board 
of Directors and Planning Committee in 
proposing the study and re-designing of 
Conference and Association Staff func- 
tions and also the development of Associa- 
tion or Area Ministries, and 

Since the Board of Directors, at Camp 
Caivin, Sept. 1971, proposed the related 
concept of Associate Conference Minis- 
ters in the three planning areas, and 


Since the Fall meetings of Associations

approved this proposal, and 
Since the Conference Board of Direc- 


tors is authorized to function for the 
Conference between meetings, 
THEREFORE 

The Board of Directors approves in 


principle the Conference Team Ministry 
Plan as circulated among the Associations 
in October 1971. 

IV.- That the term “Associate Confer- 
ence Minister” means ‘“‘professional staff’ 
as referred to in the Constitution (Article 
5, paragraph 7). 

Vv. That the Board of Directors con- 
tinue to use the 1972 Budget as a guide- 
line in 1972 until such time as the Con- 
ference Team Ministry plan is implement- 
ed. 

VI. That the proposed budget for the 
Team Ministry be approved in principle 
as a basis for negotiation with all funding 
sources, 

VII. That the three, Walter Hall, Don 
Flick and Don Daughtry, who presented 
the proposal in New York, revamp the 
Team Ministry proposals and mail copies 
of final draft to the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for authorization and 
send to Serge Hummon (deadline for pres- 
entation to BHM, March 1, 1972). 

VII. That we accept the figures for 
the 1972 Budget staff salary revisions, out- 
lined earlier. in the meeting for $23,704, 
and that they be used as a guideline for 
payment of staff salaries for the year. 
This was clarification of the 1972 budget. 

IX. That we accept the proposed Iden- 
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tity Program in principle and develop it 
if funds can be found. 


X. That a Conference Team Ministry 
be developed along these lines: 
1. Full-time Conference Minister. 


2. Full-time Administrative — Assistant 
(at a lower expense than present second 
staff position). 

3. Possib.e Black Ministries Enabler, if 
funds can be obtained. 

4. Recognize the enab'ing actions of: 
a. Ala.-Tenn. Association in paying mile- 
age to its Moderator until the Fall Meet- 
ing, to visit churches; b. North Ala. As- 
sociation in paying expenses of Dr, Guy 
Colbert, Pasior-at-Large; c. South Ala.- 
N.W. F.orida Association in paying ex- 
penses of its Moderator to visit churches; 
East Ala. Association, and possibly Central 
and South Ala., Associations in hiring a 
fuli-time Area Minister for the entire area 
of southern Alabama. 

XL That the new Conference Team 
Ministry Proposal be submitted to the Per- 
sonnel and Finance Committees and that 
their recommendations be then submitted 
to the Executive Committee and Annual 
Conference for consideration and imple- 
mentation effective Jan. 1, 1973. 

XIi. That the Conference Minister, 
Minister of Christian Education, Modera- 
tor and Chairman of the Commission on 
Church and Ministry select a group of 
people to go to the Deering Conference, 
July 23-29, 1972, and to implement their 
jearnings in a Faith Crisis program in 
the Southeast Conference. 

XIII. That Henry W. Tuttle approach 
Serge Hummon and Milton Upton at a 
BHM meeting in New York, April 28, 
1972, to ask for funds to implement fund- 
ing of the Black Ministries Enabler. 

XIV. That we urge both staff mem- 
bers to stay: with the Conference with 
full understanding of the new job pro- 
posals, responsibilities and salaries. 

XV. That an effort be made by the 
Board of Directors to solicit scholarship 
funds for churches, with the program be- 
ing publicized through the Southeast News. 

XVI. That the Nominating Committee 
be instructed to work out a method of 
staggering terms of office of Conference 
so that not all are elected in the same 
year. 

XVII. The Board of Directors expressed 
grateful appreciation to W. J. Andes and 
Emilie Pitcock for their dedicated work in 
the Conference.

Commission On Church 
And Ministry 


David Lewis Beebe, Chairman 


The commission met twice during the 
year. Members of the commission in- 
clude the chairman of Association com- 
mittees on church and ministry, which 
have carried out the work of examining 
candidates for ordination, as well as con- 
sidering matters of standing, licensure, “in 
care’? status, and the like. 

The commission itself has taken the 
following actions: 1, expressed interest in 
and concern for continuing enlistment of 
our young people in the Christian min- 
istry; 2. designated Judge K. Rowley as 
our liaison person with Atlanta’s Interde- 
nominational Theological Center, and 
Steve Paterson as our liaison with Vander- 
bit University Divinity School; 3. spent 
considerable time working out approach- 
es to “lay ministry”, licensure, and “local” 
ordination; 4. adopted as its concern two 
of the Eight General Synod’s “priorities”: 
sirengthening the local church and the 
faith crisis; 5. responded to an inquiry 
from the Pension Board by expressing 
its opinion that the United Church of Christ 
shou.d NOT press for a change .in the 
Social Security “Self-Employment” status 
of ministers, 

The commission has made the following 
recommendations: 1, Churches and As- 
sociations are urged to seek ways to in- 
yolve ministers not serving as pastors in 
their life together. 2. Association com- 
mittees on church and ministry are asked 
to inform the commission of any requests 
made to the Council for Church and Min- 
istry for seminary student aid. 3, Associa- 
tion committees on church and ministry 


How A Typical $10 
Is Spent In U. C. C. 


$6.83 for current local church expenses: 
pastor’s salary and car expense, secretarial, 
janitorial salaries, utilities, music, office 
supplies and printing, education, local 
mission and other program, transportation, 
taxes and insurance, building maintenance 
and minor repairs. 

$1.69 for capital payments: payments 
on new building, major remodeling, build- 
ing funds for anticipated projects, debt 
reduction, 

$.42 for conference basic support: to 
maintain the office of the coaference min- 
ister and staff, camps and conferences, 
church extension, evange.ism, various ser- 
vices to local churches such as leadership 
education, search for new pastors, pastoral 
leadership projects, continuing education. 

$.51 for national basic support: for use 
of the ten instrumentalities oc the United 
Church of Christ for their work overseas 
and in cities, towns and tarms throughout 
the United States, 

$.24 for other support for causes in- 
ciuded in budgets of conferences and na- 
tional instrumentalities, These include 
such projects as Share Our Substance, 
Neighbors in Need, Crisis in the Nation 
as wel: as directed gifts to the instrumen- 
talities. These might inciude gifts to col- 
leges or seminaries. 

$.31 for all other gifts, such as those 
sent to heath and wesfare institutions— 
homes for the aged and children, hos- 
piials, local councils of churches and any 
insututions not aready in tne budget. Also 
inc.uded are Red Cross, Community Chest 
and iocal ecumenical projects such as 
drug programs. 


—Wisconsin Conterence Life 
are requested to maintain cuirent lists of 
ministers hoding Association ministerial 
suinding, reguwariy brought up-to-date, and 
to turnish these jists to the commission. 
hey are aiso asked to provide the com- 
mission and our Conterence office with 
current lists of licensure, privilege of cali, 
“m care’ students, and ordinations. 4. 
The commission requested the Conference 
Board of Directors to seek additional gifts 
for Southeast Conference scholarship 
tunds, used in furthering ministerial prep- 
aration in college and seminary. The 
board agreed, and the commission now 
urges our churches, Associations, and in- 
cividual members to make such undesignat- 
ed gins through our Conference office.

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Report Of The 
Outreach Commission 


Henry W. Tuttle, Chairman 


During the past year, the first task of 
the Outreach Commission has been to 
learn the extent of its duties and to un- 
derstand its opportunities, 

At its first meeting at Camp Calvin, it 
became apparent that each of its several 
obligations would need to be addressed 
separately and that priorities must be as- 
signed to the various parts of the Com- 
mission’s work. 

Items of particular interest which have 
been addressed by the Commission are: 

1. The needs of church extension proj- 
ects and aided fields: Two three-day meet- 
ings were held at Berry College, Rome, 
Ga. An opportunity was afforded each 
pastor to explain his work, his hopes, his 
dreams, and his needs; a plan of action 
was estimated to form a ciose fellowship 
between these men. Out of the second 
meeting came a proposal of an Identity 
Program for the Southeast Conference be- 
cause it was felt that we need a sense of 
knowing who we are and having at our 
disposai the tools to describe our U.C.C. 
heritage and purpose to the region in 
which we are working. Gene Schneider, 
of the Office. of Communication, David 
Beebe, Coordinator of the Commission 
of Church and Ministry, W. J. Andes and 
Emilie Pitcock aided us in putting the 
Identity Program together. It has now 
been passed by our Conference Board of 
Directors and funded by the Board for 
Homeland Ministries with every expecta- 
tion of starting in the Fall of 1972. 

The Identity Program wiil consist of sev- 
eral parts, each designed to interpret the 
United Church of Christ in the Southeast, 
first to ourse:ves, then to Conferences 
around us, then to those within the Con- 
yerence area who are not of our denomina- 
uion, and finaly to a specific situation or 
area.

A Report Of Uplands 


Growth, expansion, greater interest on 
the part of prospective retirees and chur- 
ches, more and varied activities — these 
are more and more a part of the scene 
at Uplands Retirement Center, Pleasant 
Hill, Tenn. 

The Uplands’ Retirement Village popu- 
lation now totals 105; 24 residents arrived 
during the past year. Ten one- and two- 
bedrcom apartments have been built and 
are now occupied; four others are under 
censtruction. Three individual retirement 
houses were constructed during 1971 and 
three more are scheduled for construction 
very soon. 

Wharton Nursing Home continues to 
render the finest care possible to its pa- 
tients who come from nine states and four 
foreign countries. Although having more 
Nursing Home patients than a year ago, 
Uplands needs several more. 

Miss May Bryant, RN, of Princeton, 
Ill, is our new Nursing Supervisor. For- 
merly a missionary nurse in Turkey un- 
der the OCBWM, she began her work at 
Uplands in October 1971. In March 1972, 
Miss Bryant was named ‘-Graduate Nurse 
of the Year?’ by the Council for Health 
and Welfare Services of the United Chur- 
ch of Christ. 

During the year, Up!ands’ Medical Out- 
patient Clinic served more than 700 pa- 
tients. Unfortunately, because of constant- 
ly operating at a tremendous deficit, the 
Clinic had to be closed at the end of 1971. 
We hope this is just a temporary meas- 
ure. 

During 1971 Uplands’ Child Care Cen- 
ter experienced increasing problems of en- 


rollment, leadership and finances. As a 
result it, too, had to be closed. 
Our Thrift Shop continues to serve 


mountain famijies who cannot afford to 
buy clothing from a retail store. Uplands 
receives an average of eight cartons of 
new and used clothing and bedding per 
week from church groups and individuals. 

Although contributions from our chur- 
ches of our support area increased sig- 
nificantly during 1971, they still fell far 
short of actual needs. Whereas many of 
the Health and Welfare agencies of the 
U.C.C. receive from their support area 
churches an amount equal to at least 10 
percent to 25 percent of their operating 
budget, in 1971, Uplands received con- 
tributions equal to only 6 percent of its 
operating budget in 1971. 

Uplands is now marking 50 years of 
medical service to the people of the Cum- 
berland Mountains. The first special ob-

‘Religious Isolationism’ 
Attacked 


At a recent meeting of the Directors of 
the Board for Homeland Ministries, Dr. 
Howard E. Spragg, executive vice presi- 
dent, deplored the fact that the church 
is facing an institutional crisis “compound- 
ed of changes in commitment on the part 
of members and lack of money.” 

Dr. Spragg charged that there has been 
a dramatic change among church mem- 
bers from interest in missionary activities 
to what he termed “‘religious isolationism.” 
This change has been due to declining 
membership, aging of the total member- 
ship of churches and increa‘ing polariza- 
tion within churches on issues that are 
sp.itting the whole nation and reflect the 
“erim conditions in the United States.” 
“As the church becomes more and more 
seif-centered,”’ he asserted, “it loses its 
dynamism and reason for existence.” 

U.C.C. churches are urged to reassess 
their attitudes toward current social and 
individual diicemmas: “We need a revived 
and positive social stance; we need more 
money. But neither of these will save us 
from the present low level of the chur- 
ch’s commitment. We need a re-welding 
of purpose among locai congregations, 
regional bodies, and the national and in- 
ternational missionary bodies.” 

‘The local church as an_ institution is 
central to our tradition, but insulated lo- 
calism is a perversion of our faith,’ he 
warned. 

Turning to the working of the UCBHM, 
Dr. Spragg declared, “Our special gift 
is a prophetic voice, tempered by involve- 
ment. When missionary agencies like the 
UCBHM._ speak out on controversial is- 
sues they do so with the institutional ex- 
perience of more than a century of work 
serving the aged, underpriviieged child- 
ren, Blacks, migrant workers, and other 
dispossessed persons. 

He called the Board a servant of the 
socal church, yet one that must minister 
to it by “piacing new demands upon it, 
stretching its horizons and offering it 
goals that it may be fulfilled. We list- 
en and are servants. We lead and are 
servants. We minister as servants,” Dr. 
Spragg concluded.

sist of a slide or filmstrip presentation, 
radio advertising spots, newspaper adver- 
tising, brochures and other media, Two 
pilot projects are projected for Knoxville 
and Huntsville this fall, using the full 
content of the program.

2. Our Christian World Mission: After 
consultations with W. J.,Andes and Karl- 
ton C. Johnson, suggested goals for basic 
support were submitted to each of our 
churches.

Elon Home For Children 


The 1971 story of Elon Home for Chil- 
dren is one of continued concern for boys 
and girls. Facilities for group care of 70 
children were in full use most of the year. 
In addition, several boys and girls lived 
in carefully chosen foster homes under 
supervision of the Home’s staff. Third, 
the Home served 38 children in its Day 
Nursery and Kindergarten, and after-care 
was provided for the Home’s young peo- 
ple enrolled in college or technical schools 
as well as other aumni. 

McFarand Activities Building and Hard- 
en and McEwen cottages were completed 
and occupied. 

Of great interest to the staff was the 
matter of family preservation. Staff mem- 
bers are studying the matter and working 
to enhance it. The Social Service De- 
partment worked with families of ihe 
Home’s: children, helping them to solve 
their problems. The Day Care program 
is another means through which the Home 
seeks to help families. 

Special programs of recreation were ar- 
ranged for children of all ages. And to 
be sure that all health needs were met, 
part-time services of a phychiatrist, a 
psychologist, and the Behavior Clinic at 
North Carolina Memorial Hospital were 
used. A two-year program sponsored by 
the Duke Endowment in which college 
students helped houseparents in cottages 
was so successful that college students 
are being used in the recreation program. 
Staff members continue to take special 
training to make them more skilled, Chil- 
dren had an active religious life, art and 
sewing classes, and other opportunities 
for deve'oping talents and abilities. 

A Learning Center helped boys and girls 
wiih special tutoring. A program. assists 
juniors and seniors to prepare for the time 
when they will leave the Home for col- 
lege or a job. There is also a_ special 
effort to guide teenage boys in learning 
how to share with others, how to be a 
part of a group, and how to live happily 
in a group. 

The farm raises food for the Home and 
the livestock, and provides work therapy 
for the children. Vegetables are used for 
meals in season; others are canned or 
frozen for winter use. 

Next to the year the Home was opened, 
we feel sure that 1971 was our greatest 
year. —Walstein W. Snyder,
